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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

Redditch  Urban  District  Council. 


Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  which  relates 
to- the  stat©  of  Public  Health  in  the  Urban  District  of  Redditch,  for  the 
year  ending  1962. 

The  year  can  be  divided  into  three  parts.  Firstly  from  the 
1st  January  to  the  end  of  April,  when  my  predecessor,  Dr.  Drawneek,  left 
to  take  up  a  new  post  in- Liverpool.  Secondly  from  the  1st  May  to  the 
middle  of  July  when  Dr.  Shennan  was  made  acting  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
and  lastly  from  the  23rd  July  onwards  when  I  took  up  my  duties.  I  am  really 
only  competent  to  comment  on  the  year  from  this  date. 

The  most  important  piece  of  legislation  during  1962  affecting 
the  -district,  was  the  amendment  of  the  National  Assistance  Act  of  1948, 
which  gave  welfare  power  to  Urban  Districts,  and  enabled  them  to  assist 
practically  in  the  services  to  old  people.  Following  this  plans  were  made 
to  assist  financially  in  the  running  of  the  Meals  on  Wheels  service,  and 
also  meals  at  the  Old  People’s  Centre  in  Park  Road.  These  are  being  put 
into  effect  in  1963*  This  act  is,  I  believe,  a  most  important  advance  in 
the  field  of  preventive  geriatrics,  and  it  gives  to  district  Medical  Officers 
of  Health,  for  the  first  time,  an  active  interest  in  the  welfare -of  old 
people,  and  I  look  forward  to  further  advances  in  their  welfare  in  the  future. 

The  Council  pursued  further  its  quest  to  provide  hospital 
facilities  in  the  Redditch  area,  and  a  further  meeting  was  held  with  the 
Birmingham  Regional  Hospital  Board.  The  most  important  hospital  needed 
is  a  local  Maternity  Hospital,  for  out  of  a  total  of  708  births  in  1962, 
no  less  than  3^9  were  born  outside  the  Redditch  area. 

Although  the  illegitimate  birth  rate  has  risen  again  this  year? 

I  do  not  think  that  too  much  should  be  read  into  this,  because  when  one  is 
dealing  statistically  with  small  numbers,  it  s  very  easy  to  get  a  smaller 
or  higher  rate,,  when  the  actual  difference  in  numbers  involved  is  quite 
small,  as  for  example  -  there  were  39  illegitimate  births  in  1961,  compared 
with  45  in  1962.  We  must  remember  that  young  people  are  maturing  physically 
at  an  earlier  age,  and  are  therefore  potentially  fertile  earlier;  so  where 
in  previous  generations  early  sexual  relationships  did  not  result  in  pregnancy, 
a  greater  proportion  are  now  doing  so.  Every  generation  tends  to  denigrate 
its  young  people  and  I  would  like  to  make  a  plea  for  some  tolerance  and 
understanding. 

Much  of  the  work  -of  a  Public  Health  department  is  routine 
vigilance,  whether' in  dealing  with  outbreaks  of  Dysentery  or  Scarlet  Fever, 
or  in  the  searching  out . for  bad  housing  conditions,  and  making  sure  that 
the  meat  eaten  in  the  town  is  free  from  health  hazards.  My  first  impression 
of  the  housing  conditions  in  Redditch  is  that  they  compare  favoi^ibly  with 
other  urban  areas,  and  we  have  not  in  fact  the  gross  slum  clearance  problem 
of  the  large  conurbations. 
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I  would  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  all  the  members  of  the 
Council  for  the  welcome  I  have  received  in  Redditch,  I  am  especially  grateful 
to  Mr,  Champion,  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  for  his  loyalty  and 
cooperation, and  also  the  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department,  I  would  also 
like  to  thank  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  his  staff,  my  professional 
colleagues  in  the  district,  and  the  chief  officers  of  this  authority  for  the 
welcome  they  have  given,  and  also  the  Chairman  for  his  help  in  making  the 
running  of  the  Public  Health  department  so  pleasant  and  rewarding.

Of  the  32  butchers  shops,  12  are  multiple  concerns.  The  majority  of  the 
remaining  butchers  buy  off  the  hook.  Three  local  butchers  slaughter  at  the 
Alcester  Co-operative  Slaughterhouse  and  two  at  the  only  licensed  slaughterhouse 
in'  the  area  at  Feckenham,  which  closed  in  November, 1962.  A  wholesaler  also  used 
the  slaughterhouse  at  Feckenham  and  supplies  l8  butchers  in  the  town  of  which 
3  are  multiple  shops.  The  remaining  butchers  buy  from  wholesalers  at  Stratford, 
Worcester  and  Birmingham.
